Subject :—Import of Rough Diamonds from RPA 
countries. 

File No. 12|11 |92-EPC.—Attention is invited to 
the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 55|(PN)| 
92—97 dated 25th September, 1992. 

2. In supersession of the provisions contained in 
para 2 of the aforesaid Public Notice No. 55|PN)| 
92—97 dated 25-9-1992, it has been decided that in 
terms of the provisions of para 21 of the Export and 
Import Policy, 1992—97, Eximscrips or REP licences 
issued for th 0 purpose of imports from RPA 1 coun¬ 
tries can be utilised for import of “Rough Diamonds" 
from RPA countries, for the purpose of export of cut 
and polished diamonds to GCA countires, in accor- 
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dance with the policy|procedure indicated below :— 

(i) the total overall import of rough diamonds 

permitted from RPA countries shall not 
exceed Rs. 6 crores and such imports are 
permitted upto 31st December, 1992; 

(ii) the imports shall be allowed only through 
the Bombay Customs; 

(iii) the Jt. CCI&E, Bombay shall be the licens¬ 
ing authority for issuing th e ad-hoc licences; 

(iv) the vali<] Exim Scrip | REP licences shall be 
surrendered to Jt. CCI&E, Bombay, along- 
with a copy of the Registration-cum-mem- 
bership certificate issued by the Gem and 
Jewellery Export Promotion CounciljFede- 
ration of Indian Export Organisations and 
the requisite application fee; 

(v) the Jh CCI&E, Bombay shall cancel the 
valid Exim Scrip|REP licences and shall 
issue an ad-hoc licence which will be valid 
for import of rough diamonds from RPA 
countries only. This licence shall be deno¬ 
minated in Indian Rupees only; 

(vi) th e ad-hoc licence and the goods imported 
against it shall carry “non-transferablc" and 
“Actual user” conditions; 

(vii) on this licence, the exporter shall be re¬ 
quired to fulfil the export obligation. The 
export obligation shall be in the inverse 
ratio of 65 per cent replenishment, i.e., if 
the licence is issued for a c.i-f. value of 
Rs. 65, the f.o.b. value of export obligation 
shall be> in terms of US Dollars equivalent 
to Rs. 100 based upon the exchange rate 
prevalent on the date of issue of the ad-hoc 
licence. At the tim e of redemption, the ac¬ 
tual entitlement of the licensee shall be re¬ 
calculated with reference to the replenish¬ 
ment rates admissible for the corresponding 
export products in Appendix I of the Export 
and Import Policy, 1992—97. Due to such 
re-calculation, if the licensee’s entitlement 
comes to more than US Dollars equivalent 
to Rs. 65 (as in this example) the Jt. 
CCI&E, Bombay shall issue a Replenish¬ 
ment licence for a value equivalent to what- 
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ever is in excess of Rupees 65 for import 
of rough diamonds; 

(viii) the exporter shall fulfil the export obligation 
by making exports to GCA countries. Any 
export made to RPA country shall not be 
counted towards fulfilment of the prescribed 
export obligation; 

(ix) the export obligation shall be fulfilled with¬ 
in a period of seven months from the date 
of clearance of first consignment through 
Customs; 

tx) before the clearance of first consignment of 
import, the licensee shall execute an indem- 
nity-cum-guarantee bond or legal under¬ 
taking, as the case may be, with the Jt. 
CGI&E, Bombay in the following man¬ 
ner — 

(a) for an amount equal to 50 per cent of the 

cif value of the licence if the licensee docs 
not have export performance of minimum 
one years, or 

(b) for an amount equal to 30 per cent of the 

cif value of the licence, if the licensee has 
an export performance of one year or 
more but less than three years; or 

(c) a legal undertaking may be permitted to 

be executed if the licensee has export per¬ 
formance of three years or more, 

3. The Jt. CCI&E, Bombay shall monitor the issue 
of ad-hoc licences. H© shall ensure that the total 
value of ad-hoc licences issued in pursuance of this 
Public Notice shall not exceed Rs. 6 crorcs on 31st 
December, 1992. As and when either of these two 
limits is reached earlier, no further licences shall be 
issued. 

4. The aforesaid provisions shall also apply in res¬ 
pect of the imports, if any, already made in pursuance 
of Public Notice No. 55|(PN)|92-97 dated 25-9-1992. 

5. This issues in public interest.
